No. PY 623(6)/49. — The Government of India have 
been i evening complaints Irom time to time from various 
sections of the public that the quality of foodgrains 
issued to consumers in rationed areas is bad and also that 
the prices charged arc high and out of proportion to the 
prices paid for procuring the grains. The Government of 
India arc, therefore, pleased to appoint a Committee with 
the following terms of reference - — 

(1) Whether the arrangements made by the Provincial 
GovenmientB/SLites/Administratious for the transport of 
imported grain received from the Government of India to 
the storage or consumption centres are satisfactory and 
economical and in particular ensure minimum losses in 
transit and wastage. 

(2) Whether the arrangements by the Provincial Gov- 
ei mounts /States /Administrations for procurement and 
transport of local grain are satisfactory and economical. 

(8) Whether the arrangements made by the Provincial 
Governments/ States /Administrations for distribution of 
grain to the wholesaler and the retailer are satisfactory 
and economical. 

(4) Whether the arrangements for the storage and the 
conservation of both imported and local grain are adequate 
and ensure maintenance of good quality of grain. 
Whether the storage godowns are suitable and arrange- 
ments for inspection, elimination of infestation and 
cleaning of grain before issue are adequate. 

(o) Whether the quality of grain finally reaching the 
consumer is satisfactory and the arrangements leave no 
scope for adulteration, short issue, etc. 

(6) Whether the various additions made by the Provin- 
cial Governments /States /Administrations to the procure- 
ment or purchase price of foodgrains either for services 
like transport, milling, etc. or for overheads like establish- 
ment and commission to middlemen, etc. are not excessive.

(e) Tf the power to make appointments in the Service 
Is delegated hv Government to any officer, that officer may 
exercise any of the powers of Government under this rule. 

(f) Particulars as to pay and general conditions of ser- 
vice prescribed for probationers in the Signal Engineering 
Department of the Superior Revenue Establishment of 
State Railways will be found in Appendix V. 

* In order to prevent disappointment candidates are adviaed to 
have themselves examined by a Government medical officer of the 
standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying for admission to the 
examination.

At the conclusion of the probationary period referred to 
above, officers who are favourably reported upon, will be 
appointed as officers on probation for three years, at the 
end of which period thev will be required to undergo n final 


practical departmental examination which will include 
tests in principles of signalbng and interlocking and 
systems thereof m use, accounting, estimating, general 
and subsidiary rules, Factories Act, Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, ability to handle labour and general 
application lo work or works on which they are engaged- 
while on probation, an l will, it sutcesslul, be confumed 
m the Signal Engineering Department of the Superior 
Bevenue Establishment of State EailwayB. On contarma 
tion their agreement will bo continued subject to theh^ 
service being terminable on six months’ notice on cither 
side. 

Both the probationary period and the period or. probation 
may be modified by Government in the oase ot those 
already in Bailway service. 

2 Officers will be required to pass a language examina- 
tion in Urdu or Hindi by the Lower Standard modified to 
suit the requirements of the Railways, before they can be 
confirmed or granted any increment, beyond the first, 
during the period of probation. Officers who can lead, 
write and speak m Urdu or Hindi may be exempted by 
the General Munager, from passing the language examina- 
tion. Failure to pasB the examination within the proba- 
tionary period involves liability to removal from service. 

3. Officers of the Signal Engineering Department of the 
Superior Bevenue Establishment of State Railways 
recruited under these regulations will not. be entitled to 
pension on quitting the service, but will be eligible 
throughout their service for the benefits of the State 
Railway Provident Fund, to which they will be required to 
subscribe, and bv the rules of winch Fund they will be 
required to abide. 

4. Pay will commence from the date of joining service. 
Service for increments will also oount from the same date. 
Particulars as to pay are contained lu this Appendix. 

5. Officers recruited under these regulations shall be 
eligible for leave in accordance with the rules for the time 
being in force applicable to officers of State Railways. 

6. Officers will ordinarily be employed throughout their 
service on the Railway to which they may be posted on 
first appointment and will have no claim, as a matter ot 
right, to transfer to some other Railway. But the Govern- 
ment of India reserve the right to transfer such officers 
in tho exigencies of service to any other Railway or pro- 
ject in or out of India.

final practical departmental examination which will in- 
clude accounting, estimating, general and subsidiary 
rules. Eactones Act, Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
Electricity Act and Electricity Rules, ability to handle 
labour and general application to work or works on which 
they are engaged while on probation, and will, if success- 
ful, be confirmed in the Electrical Engineering Depart- 
ment of the Superior Revenue Establishment of State 
Railways. On confirmation their agreement will be con- 
tinued, subjeot to their service being terminable on six 
months’ notice on either side. 

Roth the probationary period and the period on proba- 
tion may be modified by Government in the case of those 
already in Government or Railway service. 

2. Officers will be inquired to pass a language examina- 
tion in Urdu or Hindi by the Lower Standard modified to 
suit the requirements of the Railways, before tboy can 
bo confirmed or granted any increment, beyond the first, 
during the period of probation. Officers who can read, 
write and speak in Urdu or Hindi may be exempted by 
the General Manager, from passing the language exami- 
nation Failure to pass the examination within the pro- 
bationary period involves liability to removal from service.

Service, Class I. 

(b) "Scheduled Castes" means any , of the castes men- 
tioned in the Government of India (Scheduled Castes) 
Order, 1930. 

(a) “Government” means the Government of India. 

(d) The "Commission'’ means the federal Public 
Service Commission. 


PART II 

Rechui'imfnt 

3. Recruitment to the Service, shall he mado by any 
of the following methods: — 

(1) By competitive examination in Indii in accordance 
with Part III of these Rules. 

(2) By promotion m accordance with Part IV of these 
Rules. 

(3) By transfer in accordance wiili Part V of these Rules 
of an officer in the Government service in India. 

4. (1) All appointments to the Service or to posts borne 
upon the cadre of the Service shall be made by Govern- 
ment. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of rule 3 Government, shall 
determine the method or methods of recruitment to be 
employed for the purpose of filling any particular vacancies 
in the Service or such vacancies therein as may be required 
to be filled during any particular period and the number 
of candidates to he recruited by each method: 

Provided that nil recruitment by competitive 
examination (vide Part TIT of the rules) shall be to the 
grade of Assistant Executive Engineer, Class I only. 

Seventy-five pec cent, of the vacancies in the grade of 
Executive Engineer, Class 1, shall he filled bv promotion 
of Assistant Executive Engineers, Class I, the rest of the 
vacancies being filled by promotion and/or by transfer in 
accordance with Parts TV and V of the Rules respectively.

No. 30 3/48-F — The question of having an enquiry into 
the film industry lias been attracting for some time past 
moieasiug public attention and has more than once been 
brought to the notice of the Government of India The 
Inst enquiry into the film industry was held as Jong ago 
i s 1927-28 and since then the industry has grown ooti- 
sidetably Having regard to the importance ot the cinema 
m modem life and the magnitude and complexity of the 
problems relating to films the Government, ot Tndia 
consider it essential to have a thorough enquiry conducted 
bv n special committee svliioh can investigate the whole 
position and suggesl means by which this important 


industry can be put on a sound footing and be developed 
as a medium of education and heaJ.thy entertainment, 

2. The Government oi India have therefore decideid to 
appoint a Film Enquiry Committee with tho following 
terms of reference . — 

(1) To enquire into the growth and tile organisation 

>1 the film industry in India and to indicate the 
lines on which further development should be 
directed. 

(2) To examine whul measures should be adopted to 

enable films in India to develop into an effective 
instrument lor the promotion of national culture, 
education and healthy entertainment. 

(3) To enquiie into (he possibility of manufacture of 
raw film and emomatogtaph equipfiaent in India 
and to indicate what standards and principles 
should 1 be adopted for the import of raw film and 
equipment and lor floatation of new Companies.
